VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  returns  of  the  local  registrars  recorded  5,252  births 
within  the  City,  equal  to  a  rate  of  19T  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  against  232  in  the  preceding  year,  and  24'8  in 
1915.  The  average  birth  rate  for  the  previous  five  years 
(1912-16)  was  26'  1. 

Of  the  total  births  2,590  were  males  and  2,662  were 
females. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  334,  equal  to  a 
rate  of  T2  per  1000,  as  against  T2  in  1916,  and  IT  in  1915.

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Five  hundred  and  four  city  cases  of  Scarlatina  were 
notified  to  the  authority,  of  which  number  369  (or  73-2  per  cent.) 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Eight  deaths  occurred  in  hospital. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-one  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Of  this  number  250  (or  69-2 
per  cent.)  were  removed  to  hospital,  13  proving  fatal. 

Sixty-five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  of 
which  number  38  (or  58-4  per  cent.)  were  removed  to  hospital, 
12  proving  fatal. 

Of  the  187  cases  of  Tuberculosis  treated  in  hospital, 
9  (or  4-S  per  cent.)  died.

Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. 

The  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  erected  at  Cottingham  was 
first  opened  for  the  reccpt ion  of  insured  and  noil-insured  patients 
on  29th  June,  1916.

After-Care  Treatment. 


As  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  an  After-Care  Committee 
was  appointed,  with  two  representatives  from  the  Health 
Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  patients  after 
they  have  undergone  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Each  ease  is  dealt  with  entirely  on  its  merits.  It  is 
recognised  that  when  a  man  has  completed  a  course  of 
treatment  in  an  institution  he  is  not  always  fit  to  resume  his 
ordinary  occupation.  He  is,  therefore,  when  necessary, 
advised  to  undergo  a  short  period  of  convalescence,  during 
which  time  assistance  in  the  form  of  extra  nourishment  is 
granted. 

The  After-Care  Committee,  through  the  munificence  of 
Sir  James  Kcckitt,  Bart.,  have  been  able  to  acquire  an  estate 
known  as  “  Northlands,”  Walking  ton,  near  Hull,  to  be  used 
as  a  *'  Farm  Colony,”  for  the  benefit  of  convalescent 
consumptive  patients.

It  is  intended  that  the  work  of  the  Colony  shall  principally 
consist  of  market  gardening,  horticulture,  poultry-keeping  and 
pig-rearing,  whilst  later  on,  when  more  land  is  acquired,  it 
may  be  possible  to  extend  the  occupation  to  agricultural 
pursuits. 

Only  arrested  cases  selected  by  the  Medical  Officer  are 
being  sent  to  the  Colony,  that  is,  persons  who  have  previously 
undergone  a  course  of  treatment  in  a  Sanatorium.  There  is 
every  hope  of  effecting  a  permanent  cure  for  those  whose 
complaint  has  been  taken  in  hand  in  time,  and  the  Committee 
look  confidently  forward  to  the  good  results  which  are  expected 
to  follow. 


Municipal  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries.

Tuberculosis. — Carcases  affected  with  this  disease  have 
been  dealt  with  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis.  The  various  animals 
affected  were  : — Cows,  67  ;  Heifers,  18  ;  Oxen,  12  ;  Pigs,  19  ; 
Calves,  6.  Total,  122. 

Bacteriology.  —  In  addition  to  ordinary  routine 
examinations,  271  special  investigations  were  made,  of  which 
266  were  negative  and  5  positive.  The  specific  Bacillus  of 
Anthrax  in  2  cases  and  the  Bacillus  of  Blackquarter  in  3  cases 
being  recovered. 

Veterinary  Work. — 51  inspections  of  animals  in  the 
Corporation  Fat  Stock  Market,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  have  been  made. 

24  cases  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  and  evidence  in  support  of 
prosecutions  given  at  the  police  courts. 

In  connection  with  cases  of  alleged  cruelty  to  animals, 
21  inspections  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Police,  and 
evidence  given  in  support  at  the  Police  Court. 

Professional  assistance  has  been  given  when  required  ^o 
the  local  officer  of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals.

The  work  under  this  heading  has,  owing  to  existing 
conditions,  necessarily  been  curtailed.  The  following  is  a 
brief  summary  of  the  work  done  under  the  above  Acts  and 
Regulations. 

Seven  dwelling-houses  were  represented  to  the  City 
Council  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  Orders  made  for 
their  compulsory  closure.  Thirty-two  dwelling-houses  have 
been  demolished  by  their  respective  owners  after  22  Closing 
Orders,  and  10  after  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 

The  drains  of  1 3  dwelling-houses  have  been  reconstructed 
and  sanitary  defects  remedied. 


Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902, 
forty-eight  Midwives  notified  their  intention  of  practising 
within  the  district  during  the  year.  Twenty-three  of  this 
number  were  hospital-trained  midwives  and  twenty-five 
bona-fide  midwives.

Two  Clinics  under  Municipal  control  are  situate  in  East 
and  West  Hull,  whilst  one  in  Central  Hull  was  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  under  a  voluntary  agency.  This  has  since  been 
taken  over  by  the  Corporation.  The  Clinics  are  open  three 
days  per  week,  and  have  the  services  of  a  Medical  Officer,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors. 


Supplies  of  cod  liver  emulsion,  virol  and  chemical  foods 
are  granted  in  necessitous  cases,  and  also  the  services  of  a 
free  midwife  when  recommended  by  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer. 

Complicated  and  necessitous  cases  of  pregnancy  are 
admitted  into  the  Corporation’s  Maternity  Home.  The 
number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  111,  of  which 
7  were  emergency  cases. 

One  hundred  and  eight  patients  were  discharged 
convalescent,  the  remaining  two  being  transferred  to  the 
Royal  Infirmary  for  operation,  one  for  abdominal  tumour 
and  one  for  caesarian  section. 

Four  deaths  of  infants  occurred  in  the  Home,  three 
being  due  to  premature  birth  and  one  to  an  enlarged  liver. 

Five  nurses  received  training  and  all  obtained  the 
C.M.B.  certificate. 

Child  Welfare  Exhibition. 

A  child  welfare  and  food  economy  exhibition  was  held 
in  the  Guildhall  from  the  15th  September  to  the  6th  October. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  by  many  ladies 
and  gentlemen  interested  in  this  work.  The  exhibition  was 
largely  attended  by  the  general  public  and  also  by  some 
thousands  of  school  children.  In  all  over  90,000  persons 
attended. 

A  strong  feature  at  the  exhibition  was  the  preparation, 
printing  and  distribution  of  several  thousand  bills  dealing 
with  the  care  of  the  teeth,  infectious  diseases,  the  care  of 
babies,  advice  to  parents,  economical  meals,  &c. 

The  fact  that  the  interest  of  the  exhibition  was  maintained 
during  the  whole  three  weeks  it  was  open  is  evidence  that  it 
was  appreciated  and,  doubtless,  achieved  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  promoted. 


Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulations,  1916. 

The  Regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  combating  \  cnereal  Diseases  have  received  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  Health  Committee,  and,  as  a  result,  the 
following  scheme,  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
w  as  finally  decided  upon  : — 

(1)  Three  Clinics  (two  for  males  and  one  for  females) 
of  two  and  admit  hours’  duration  each  per  week,  to  be 
held  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  at  which  institution 
four  beds  are  set  apart  for  suitable  cases. 

(2)  A  Medical  Officer  has  been  appointed  to  the  Clinic, 
who  carries  out  all  microscopical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  for  the  detection  of  organisms  of  venereal 
diseases.  Specimens  for  the  Wassennann  test  are  sent 
direct  to  the  Pathologist  at  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary. 

(3)  Salvarsan,  or  its  approved  substitutes,  is  kept  at 
and  issued  to  medical  practitioners  from  the  Health 
Department  when  required,  as  are  also  the  necessary 
outfits  for  taking  specimens  for  examination. 

(4)  Suitable  books  are  provided  for  keeping  a  correct 
record  of  cases  treated,  and  in  order  that  reports  may 
be  submitted  periodically  to  the  Health  Committee, 
and  the  necessary  returns  furnished  to  the  Local 
G  overnment  Boa  r<  1 . 

The  Clinic  was  first  opened  on  the  1st  December.  The 
attendances  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  numbered  30  (2(i  males 
and  10  females).  The  attendances  have  since  greatly  increased 
and  fuller  particulars  will  be  given  in  my  next  annual  report.
